Calendar Shift 
Gives Long Year 


The year we now refer to as 46 
B.C. was the longest year in cal­ 
endar history. It contained 445 days 
and for a very good reason. 
Numa Pompilius supposedly creat­ 
ed the Rom an calendar in the sev­ 
enth century B. C. This calendar 
was revised several times but by 
Julius Caesar's time, it was two 
m onths behind the sun. 
When C aesar’s experts devised the 
Julian calendar, which went along 
without revision until the 16th cen­ 
tury, there was the problem 
of 
catching up with the sun before the 
new calendar could take over. So, 
two m onths were inserted between 
the m onths of November and De­ 
cember. Thus, 46 B.C. contained 445 
days.

Millions of Americans last night 
bade farewell to the old year and 
welcomed the new with traditional 
revelry and merrymaking. But it 
was not rejoicing. 
C risis Dampens Spirits 
Their shouts of Happy New Year" 
were dampened by the international 
crisis. 
Other millions disdained celebra­ 
tions. and stayed quietly at home or 
knelt in churches in prayer. 
In many churches throughout the 
country, yesterday was a special 
‘‘day of prayer" for divine aid in 
the search for permanent peace. 
Some worshippers did not hear the 
bells ring at midnight, for they 
prayed through the night until dawn 
this morning 
Thousands of parents and rela­ 
tives prayed for the peace and safety 
of loved ones already fighting on the 
distant Korean battlefields 
Jam Times Square 
As 850.000 New Yorkers and visi­ 
tors jammed Times Square to greet 
1951. the Rt 
Rev Horace W. B 
Donegan. bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal archdiocese of New York, 
said in a sermon: "Heavy clouds are 
over the world. . . . let us go forward 
into 1951 with quiet courage and 
triumphant faith ’ 
In the city's nightclubs, crowds 
were reported larger than last year I 
But the gloomy explanation of one 
club owner was that "they felt it 
might be the last chance for a real 
good time." 
Elsewhere in the nation, the New 
Year's Eve celebrations were marked 
by sharp contrasts Because it was 
Sunday, state laws prohibited sale

MANY DIFFERENT 
DATES SET FOR 
NFW YEAR'S DAY 


According to Jewish dogma and 
tradition, the Day of Creation ante­ 
dated the birth of Christ approxi­ 
mately 3.761 years. Thus, the Jew­ 
ish calendar, which the Jew's adopt- | 
cd during the 15th century, reads 
5711 in relation to 1950 A D. 
Use of the notation AD tin the 
year of our Lord' was inaugurated 
by Charles III of Germany* who 
affixed the symbolism to the years of 
his reign in 879. The system of 
retroactivity dating the year prior to 
the Saviour's birth and dedicating 
the succeeding years to His greater 
Glory was invented, along with the 
Christian era, by a monk about 
532 A D. The Christian era begins 
on January I in the middle of the 
fourth year of the 194th Olympiad, 
the 753rd year of the building of 
Rome and in 4714 of the Julian 
period. 
The Julian period, invented by 
Joseph Seahger about 1583 A D , was 
devised by multiplying the lunar 
cycle 19. solar cycle 28 and the 
Roman indiction 15. 
Apparently the Egyptians were the 
first to figure out any "exact” meas­ 
urement of time (about 4,000 B.C.). 
Having devi cd a "calendar,” the ex­ 
perts turned their attention to es­ 
timating tho date of the "beginning" 
and the Mundane era of Alexander 
fixed that estimate at 5502 BC. 
Modern research has developed 
a new time clock, which utilizes the 
principle 
of 
radioactivity. 
Wood 
samples now can be radioactively 
"dated" as far back at 4 600 years, 
and atomic scientists hope soon to 
extend their measurements as far 
back as 20.000 years—long before the 
dawn of history. 
And there is plenty of room to go 
back, back, back, since astrono­ 
mers and geologists estimate the 
earth to be at least three or four 
billion years old.

Calendar Shift 
Gives Long Year 


The year we now refer to as 46 
B.C. was the longest year in cal­ 
endar history. It contained 445 days 
and for a very good reason. 
Numa Pompilius supposedly creat­ 
ed the Roman calendar in the sev­ 
enth century B. C. This calendar 
was revised several times but by 
Julius Caesar's time, it was two 
months behind the sun. 
When Caesar's experts devised the 
Julian calendar, which went along 
without revision until the 16th cen­ 
tury, there was the problem of 
catching up with the sun before the 
new calendar could take over. So, 
two months were inserted between 
the months of November and De­ 
cember. Thus, 46 B.C. contained 445 
days.

Rarely do 
plants fail because they lack soil 
nutrients or because they need more 
artificial or synthetic nourishment. 
Of course, most plants need fertile 
potting soil and occasionally some 
additional feeding, but in general 
the major problems are found in 
temperature, 
humidity,

shade, watering, and general care. 
No plants require daily watering. 
In fact, few plants can survive this 
injurious practice. Nature does not 
send a light rain every morning. A 
safer rule is to water plants when 
the soil is dry. Usually it is pos­ 
sible to determine soil dryness by 
tapping the side of the pot with 
the knuckles.

And mention of water temperature 
for this purpose suggests the wisdom 
of using water at or slightly above 
room temperature for watering all 
plants. Do not use cool or cold 
water. 


House plants come from almost all 
parts of the world. Their likes and 
dislikes vary almost as much as the 
geography of their origin.

numerous and 
weaken 
the 
plant by their feeding, but early 
combat is always the more suc­ 
cessful combat. 
If nicotine sulfate is used to kill 
these pests, it should be added to 
soapy water to enable the spray to 
adhere to the oily bodies of the in­ 
sects. Covering ihe sprayed plant 
with a snugly fitting paper cone or 
oilcloth to hold the fum es among the 
leaves for several hours increase, 
lethal effects of spray.

strips off easily and Is ideal for 
starting campfires. The exact color 
of the bark varies considerably but 
it always is distinct from any other 
birch. 
Tile leaves are not unlike those 
of the river birch and Ute bark, 
while aromatic, is much less so than 
that cf the cherry birch. Its height 
varies considerably, reaching a hun­ 
dred feet in Newfoundland, w’hich is 
its northern limit, but growing suc­ 
cessively smaller toward its .southern 
boundary. It likes a fairly moist soil 
and may even be found in swampy 
ground.
